"Dear Sir:

"We, the undersigned, have considered the application of Alex Dochen for
rermission to comstruct, meintain, and operate a drive-in gesoline filling
station and to construct commercisl driveways in conjunction therewith upon the
property located on the north side of East Seventh Street and 46 feet East of
Neches Street, which property fronts 48.0 feet on East Seventh Street, being
known as the east 23 feet of Lot 1 and the west 25 feet of Lot 2 of Block 88
of the Original City of Austin, Travis County, Texas, and the property upon
which thig filling station is to be located is owned by Alex Dochen, et al.

We hereby advise that the following conditions exist.

"The property upon which this f£illing station is to be located is desig-
nated as "C" Commercial Use District upon the zoning maps of the City of Austin.

“All drainage, natursl or otherwise, from this filling station is to be
disposed of in such a manner that such drainage will not flow across the sidewalk
area into the street, and furthermore, shall not create a nuisance to others in
the neighborhood. It is understood that the disposal of such drainsge shall be
entirely the responsibility of the property owner. Any waste comnection 1o &
storm sewer which empties into an open drainageway shall be discontinued, if
the waste becomes a nuigance or damages any property or rights of others in the
vicinity of the open drainageway.

"We recommend that Alex Dochen be granted permission to construct, main-
tain, and operate said drive~in gasoline filling station and to construct curbs,
ranmps and sidewalks in conjunction therewith subject to the following conditions.

"(1) That all buildings and equipment shall be placed inside of the
property line; correct lines to be obtained before construction starts or equip-
ment is installed. Lines and grades to be obtained from theDepartment of Public
Works for entrances and driveways; buidding lines to be approved by the City
Building Inspector. That the applicent shall confer with the Department of

Public Works as to future grades of the sidewalks and gutters on the adjacent
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streets before he starts any construction relative to the filling station.

"(2) That only underground tanks shall be used, and that all pumps shall
be s0 leocated that it will be impracticable to service motor vehicles therefrom
while seid motor vehicles are standing on sny part of a sidewalk, street, or
alley.

"(3) Thet the gasoline tanks, pumps, and all equipment used in connection
with the storage and handling of gasoline shall be an approved type and shall
bear the label of Underwriters Iaboratories, Inc., and that all construction of
the filling stetion improvements shall be in #ccordance with theBuilding OrdinancJ
the Zoning (Ordinance, the Filling Station COrdinance, and in accordance with the
ordinance prohibiting the disposal of commercial water or oils upon the City
Streets.

"(4) That the grades of the station shall be such that no waste water or
olls or any floor washings shall ever pass over the City sidewalk area and that
all of said oils and water shall be concentrated into a combined grease and sand
trap which shall be constructed in accordance with our standard plan 2-H-1U46,

"(5) That all filling station improvements, pump islands, driveways,
ramps, gutters, sidewalks, and curbs shell be constructed of concrete at the
expense of the applicant as set forth upon the plan, heretc attached, which
Plan hears the Department of Public Works file number Z-H-1933.

"(6) Expansion joints shell be constructed as shown upon the plan,
hereto attached, mexked 2-H-1933 and shall be of the premoulded type.

"(7) When the owner considers that he has complied with all the require-
ments of the City of Austin for filling stations, he shall apply for a final
inspection, and upon approval, the Building Inspector shall issue a Certification
of Operation before such £illing station can be put into service.

Austin, he had received a letter from the L.C.R.,A. which he had to answer be-
fore they proceeded with the lowering of the lake, approximately 12 feet begin-
ning Janusry 22, 1962, and starting it back up February 1l2th. He read the
following letter:

"LOWER COLORADO RIVER AUTHORITY
"December 15, 1961

"Mr. W. T, Willisms, Jr.
City Manager, City of Austin
Austin, Texas

"Dear Mr., Williams:

"Thig will refer to Mr. Kinney's letter of December 8, 1961, wherein the City of
Austin requests the ICRA to lower and control the lake elevation of Iake Austin
gpproximately 12 feet below the crest of the dam. The letter requested that the
period of such operation is to start down January 22, 1962 and start back up
February 12, 1962.
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"The Authority desires to cooperate with the City in the lake lowering to curtail
the weed growth to the extent such lake lowering is economical and feasible. Due
to the present levels of Lake Buchanan and Lake Travis and in view of long-renge

weather forecasts, the Authority is willing to endeavor to lower the water level

of Lake Austin during the period mentioned above on the following basis:

"1, Authority will begin lowering the elevation of Lake Austin on Monday,
Januaxy 22, 1962, by operation of the unit or units available at Austin Dem until
the lake has been lowered approximstely 12 feet. Authority plans to curtail
operation of its Marshall Ford generating units during the drawdown period to the
extent possible, provided the elevation of lake Travis, in the sole opinion of
Authority, permits such type of operation.

"2, As a result of such operation procedures for Marshall Ford plant it
will be necessary to hold in Leke Travis storage 16,000 acre feet of water more
than would be retained under normal operating conditions. If the Authority is
required to release water through the flood gates at Marshall Ford during
Pebruary, March, April and/or May, 1962, in accordance with existing agreements
covering operation of facilities for flood control purposes, the amount of water
80 released up to 16,000 acre-feet will represent a loss in electric energy
production equal to 200 kilowatt hours per acre-foot. Clty agrees to deliver
power and energy to Authority from its available capacity when requested by
Authority, and City shall make no charge for the energy which it delivers during
1962 in an amount equal to the sum of the followng:

"{(a) The acre-feet of water released through the
flood gates st Marshall Ford during February,
March, April and May, 1962, times 200 kilowatte
hours, provided, however, that the meximum smount
of the obligation under this subparagraph (a)
shall not exceed 3,200,000 kilowatt-hours, and

"(b) The total loss in kilowatt~hours as a direct
result of operating the Austin hydro plant atb
reduced head during the drawdown period. Such
determination is to be made under the same basis
used in 1958, 1959, 1960 and 1961.

"3, As a result of lowering the water elevation at Leke Austin, Aubhority
will be required to use water from City's water mains in the operation of its
air-conditioning system in the ICRA General Office Building. City agrees to
read the water meter at Authority's General Office Building on the day that the
air-conditioning system is transferred to City waber and to again read such
meter on the day the air-conditioning equipment is transferred to lake water
after lIake Austin has been refilled. No charge for the water used by Authority
during such period, as determined by the two meter readings listed above, shall
be made by City.

"k, City has knowledge of Authority's responsibilitvy with reference to
the operation of its facilities for flood control, and City agrees that Authority
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cannot make a definite commitment with reference to the maintenance of the water
level in Iake Austin. Authority will endeavor to operate its facilities as set
out above; however, Authority reserves the right to discharge water from Marshall
Ford Reservoir into Iake Austin in any mannexr and to any extent and st any time
deeed advisable in the sole discretion of Authority. Authority also reserves
the right to operate the facilities at Austin Dam, including turbines, flood
gates, etc., in any msnner deemed advisable by Authority.

"5. City agrees to protect and save Authority harmless from any claims
for damages that may be asserted by reason of or resulting from or pertaining
to the lowering and refilling of Iake Austin as set out above; and by reason of
or resulting from or pertalning to any work which City might do in the Lake
Austin Reservoir.

"If the above is in accordance with your understanding and is satisfactory to
City, please so indicate on copy of this letter at the place provided and
return same 1o Authority, and upon receipt thereof we will proceed with the
plan outlined above.

"The above terms and conditions under which the elevation of Lake Austin is to
be lowered in January, 1962, are hereby declared to be satisfactory to and are
accepted and approved by the City of Austin this day of December,
1961. —_—

The Mayor stated this agreement was in line with the terms of the agree-
ments in the past, and he asked the Press, TV and Radio to announce that any
property owner along the lake wishing to do any shore~line improvements or
make any change in his shore line, to make application to the Directof of Public
Works, and to further amnounce that the Council was holding firm on raising the
lake on the scheduled time because it was & costly operation and the Council
did not want to make any extension of time for leaving the lake down. Councilman
White moved that the City Manager be authorized to enter into the agreement with
the L.C.R.A. a8 set out in its letter of December 15, 1961, which the City
Menager had just read. 'The motion, seconded by Councilman Shenks, carried by
the following vote:

Ayes: Councilmen Armstrong, Perry, Shanks, White,Mayor Palmer
Noes: None
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Mayor Palmer smnounced that the Council would now hold a public hearing

" on the Cooperation Agreement with the Austin Housing Authority, as legally adver-
tised on October 19th and December 11, 1961, giving 60 days notice of the hearing
as required. MR. CHARIES HERRING, Attorney for the Austin Housing Authority,
introduced the Board of Directors, MESSRS. HUBERT JONES, Chaeirmen; MAX BROOKS,
BILL PETRI, DR. EDMUND HEINSOEN, and noted MRS, LOUISE HAYNE, member, was not
present, DR. HEIHSOHN commemorsted MR, W. W. (JACK) STEWART who had been Execu-
tive Secretary of the Housing Authority for 15 years. MR. CHARLES HERRING pre-
sented the proposal of the Austin Housing Authority stebing the purpose was to
provide low rent housing for people fingneially unsble to live in decent houses,
and he explgined the provisions of the Texas statutes pertaining to the Austin
Housing Authority, which was not intended to enter into any project without the
approval of the City government. He stated 800 units had been constructed over
8 long period of time since the 1930's; and the community had been henefitted in
that some bad conditions that had existed had heen gbolished. This proposal to-
day is one provided to take care of decent housing for the aged, snd spplication
had been made and gpproved for 200 units to be used exclusively for the sged.

Out of 17,000 people 65 years of age snd over, there are 8,000 living in sub-
standerd areas or are not living in the type of housing they deserve. Mr.
Herring discussed the type of financing for these housing projects and the pos-
sible types of construction; however, the gpprovel of the City Council as the
governing body must be obtained through the cooperation agreement before plans
could be made. He listed the City's responsibility for furnishing utilities to
a project at the same rate it charges other customers: and that it would maintain
the already constructed end dedicated streets in the sgme msnner it would any
other street in a residential area. He explained other provisions in the agree-
ment pertaining to elimination of g certsin number of slum units similar to what
had bheen done previcusly in the purchases of rights<of~way, ete. and pertaining
to the amount of money paid in lieu of taxes. Mr. Herring stated the first thing
necessary would be a careful definite survey of the city's needs and locations.
He stated the proposzl would be good for the city and good for the people who
were given a chance to live in these places, and he thought it would be good for
the public interest. He requested that the City Council permit them to gpply for
the preliminary loan and gpprove the coopersgtion agreement similar to those gl-
ready entered into for other projecis.

Opposition was expressed by former Senator JOE HILL, who made inguiry
about the amount of money involved now and how much will be involved in the
future. Mr. Hill discusged the payment in lieu of taxes, the tesring down of
slun dwellings, snd some committments that had not been lived up to; he dis-
cussed the survey to be mede, slthough there seemed to have already been g
survey going on. He stabted more informstion shouwld be male available.

MR. C. T. JOHNSON, MISS MATTIE SHARP BREWER, retired school teacher, MR.
STUART LONG, representing the Enebel Post, American legion; MR. W. L. BERGSTROM,
representing the vetersns; MRS. SACKETT, Travis County Democratic Women's Com-
mittee, MRS, EMMA LONG, PETE McNEIL, Austin Bullding and Trades Council, MRS.
EDGAR FERRY, Adult Service Council; MRS. CECIL CABINESS, Cheirman of the Austin
Federation of Women's Clubs; two residents of Chalmers Court; s colored lady
representing s group of colored people, MR. C. D. NELSON, MRS, DON, MRS. FRANCIS
R. HODGE, and C. H. WILLIAMS, tex payer; all expressed favor of the proposal o
construct the housing units and asked the Council to enter into the agreement.
MR. JOHN ATIRN, Architect, favored the proposal and pointed out that funds col-
lected in excess of the amortizabtion, cen be returned to the City after a certain
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period. MR. ROY LANE asked the City to enforce the building standard ordinances
it had in effect. MR, PERONNE, discussing the need for housing for the aged
suggested that these needs be provided through chureh or charitasble organizstion
and cited the case in Waco where a Church group took over s down-—town hotel and 1
made it into a home for the aged. He asked the Council 1o look into these mat~
ters. MRS, FRANCISCO made inquiry as to why the owners of groups of shacks
could not be made to bring them up to stendard, and she asked why the ordinances
could not be enforced. MR. HAL HENDRICKS stated he was opposed to the Coopera-
tion agreement hecguse it was totally inadequate. He suggested a bhetter way of
solving the problem and that would be for the City and County to demonstrate
actively and in good faith cooperste with the citizens in the commpunity who want
to do something about this program in Austin and not in Washington. He sug-
gested this was a local problem and let the citizens who are responsible meet
their responsibilities and solve it. MAYOR PAIMER stated the purpose of the
hearing was whether or not the City should enter into the cooperation agreement
with the Austin Housing Authority. The City could refuse to enter into this
cooperation agreement; however, the city agrees to furnish ulility facilities
when a subdivision goes in. The subdivider puts in the streets, curbs and
gubtters, gnd the city does the maintenence. He said this is the same as this
agreement is providing for. There is a certain date to comply with the re-
guirements of abolishing substandard dwellings, and this could be done through
purchases of right~of-way, etc., end would be gpplied to these 200 wnits. He
stated if +the Council had been petitioned by the opponents assking for an elec-
tion, the Council would have had to call an electlon. If the Couneil refuses

to enter into an agreement, the proponents wan ask for an electlon. Former
SENATOR JOBE HILL and MR, CHARLES HERRING discussed the proposal, Mr. Hill asking
for the estimated cost, the amount of property to be purchased, the loecations
proposed, and the policy on intergration. MR. HERRING stated no survey had heen
wmade as to locations; nor were the estimgtes of costs determined as yet; and
without being specific, he said the costs might be around $2,000,000. During
the hearing it was brought out when Urban Renewsl was in effect, that private
enterprise has sgid they had a better answer; but nothing has been done, al-
though there is a wide area for private enterprise. There had been statements
made that people were eager by way of privete ehterprise to clear the slums and
offered their service to the Council to do this; but in the past two and a half
years, there had not been a single positive project proposed to do such. After
much discussion and individual statements from the members of the Council,
Councilmen White offered the following resolution and moved its adoption:

{RESOLUTION)

RESOLUTION APTROVING COOPERETION
AGREEMENT WITH HOUSING AUTHORITY
OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN, TEXAS AND
AUTHORIZING 1TS EXECUTION.

Whereas, the City of Austin, Texas has caused to be published twice in
its officially designated newspaper the notice of its intent to enter into a
Cooperation Agreement with the Housing Authority of the City of Austin, Texas;

Whereas, 60 days or more have elapsed since the date of the first publi-
cation of said Notice, with no petition for electlon being filed in accordance
with the Housing Cooperation law of Texas;

Now, Therefore,
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BE IT RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN, TEXAS ag
Tollows:

l. The Cooperstion Agreement between the City of Austin, Texas and the
Houging Authority of the City of Austin, Texas 1s hereby approved.

2. The City Mesnager of the City of Austin, Texas is hereby authorized
end directed to execube sald Sgreement and the City Clerk of the City of Austin,
Texas is hereby asuthorized and directe d to sezl and attest said Agreement in the)

name of the City of Austin, Texas.
3. This resolution shall become effective immedistely.
4, The Cooperation Agreement is in the following form to-wit:

COOPERATION AGREEMENT

This Agreement entered into this 2lst day of December, 1961, by and be-
tween Housing Authority of the City of Austin, Texas, (herein called the "Local
Authority") and The City of Austin, Texas, (herein cslled the "Municipality"),
witnesseth:

In congideration of the mutusl covenants hereinafter set forth, the
parties hereto do sgree as follows:

1. Whenever used in this Agreement:

() The term "Project" shall mesn any 16w-rent housing hereafter
developed as sn entity for the Elderly by the Iocal Authority with
financial assistance of the Public Housing Administration (herein
called the "PHA"); excluding, however, sny low-rent housing project
covered by sny contract for loans and apnual contributions entered
into between the local Authority snd the PHA, or its predecessor
agencies, prior to the date of this Agreement.

(b} The term "Taxing Body" shall mean the State or any political
subdivision or taxing unit thereof in which a Project 1s situated
and which would have gsuthority to assess or levy resl or personsl
property taxes or to certify such taxes to s taxing body or public
officer to be levied for its use and bepefit with respect to s
Project if it were not exempt from taxstion.

(c) The term "Shelter Rent" shall mesn the total of all charges to
all tenants of a Project for dwelling rents and nondwelling rents
(excluding all other income of such Project), less the cost to the
Iocel. Authority of sll dwelling snd nondwelling utilities.

(4) The term "Slum" shall mean any area where dwellings predominste
which, by resson of dilapidstion, overcrowding, faulty arrangement or
design, lack of ventilation, light or sanitation facilities, or any
combination of these factors, are detrimental to safety, heslth, or
morals.

2. The Iocal Authority shell endesvor (a) to secure a contract or conw
tracts with the PHA for lomns snd spnual contributions covering one or more
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Projects comprising approximately 200 units of low~-rent housing and (b) to
develop and administer such Project or Projects, each of which shall be located
within the corporate limits of the Municipslity. The obligations of the parties
hereto shall spply 1o each such Project.

3. {a) Under the constitution and stagtutes of the State of Texas, all
PPojects are exempt from all resd and personal property taxes and
special assessments levied or imposed by any Taxing Body. With
respect to any Project, so long as either (i) such Project is owned
by a publie body or governmental agency and is used for low-rent
housing purposes, or (il) any contract between the Local Authority
and the PHA for loans or anhusl contributions, or both, in connec-
tion with such Project remains in force and effect, or (iii) any
bonds issued in connection with such Project or asny monies due to
the PHA in comnection with such Project remsin uwnpaid, whichever
periocd is the longest, the Muniecipality agrees that it will not
levy or impose any real or personal property taxes or special
assesements upon such Project or upon the Iocal Authority with
respect thereto. During such period, the Local Authority shall
meke snnugl psyments (herein called "Payments in Iieu of Taxes")
in lieu of such taxes gnd specigl pssessments and in payment for
the Public serviceg and facilities furnished from time to time
without other cost or charge for or with respect %o such Project.

(v) Each such annuel Payment in Iieu of Taxes shall be made after the
end of the fiscal year established for such Project, and shall be in
an gmount equal to either (i) tenpercent (10%) of the aggregate Shel-
ter Rent actually collected but in no event to exceed the Shelter
Rent charged by the ILocal Authority in respect to such Project dur-
ing such fiscal year, or (ii) the amount permitted to be paid by
Applicable state law in effect on the date of this cooperstion sgree-
ment, whichever amount is the lower.

(c¢) The City shall distribute the Payments in Iieu of Taxes among
the Taxing Bodies in the proportion which the real property taxes
which would have been paid to each Taxing Body for such year if
the Project were not exempt from taxation bears to the total real
property taxes which would have been paid to all of the Tsxing
Bodies for such year if the Project were not exempt from taxation;
provided, however, that no payment for any year shall be made to
any Taxing Body, including the City, in excess of the gmount of
the real property taxes which would have been paid to such Taxing
Body for such year if the Project were not exempt from texation.

(d) Upon fallure of the Locsl Authority to make any Payment in
Tieu of Taxes, no lien ageinst any Project or assets of the Ilocal
Authority shall attach, nor shall any interest or penalities
acerue or gbtach on account thereof.

4. The Municipality agrees that, subsequent to the date of initiation (as
defined in thé United States Housing #ict of 1937, as smended) of each Project
and within five years after the completion thereof, or such further period as
may be spproved by the PHA, there has been or will be elimination (as approved
by the PHA)Vyvdemolition, condemnation, effective closing, or comphlsory repair
or improvement, of unsafe or insgnitary dwelling units situated in the locality
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or metropolitan area in which such Project is locgted, substantially equal in
nunber to the number of newly constructed dwelling units provided by such Pro-
Jject; Provided, That, where more than one family is living in an uwnsafe or in-
sanitary dwelling unit, the elimination of such mnit shall count as the elimi-
nation of wnits equal to the number of families accommodated therein; and Pro-
vided, further, That this parsgraph 4 shall not apply in the case of (i) any
Project developed on the site of a Slum cleared subsequent to July 15, 1949, emnd
that the dwelling units eliningted by the clearance of the site of such Project
shall not be counted as elimination for any other Project or any other low-rent
housing project, or (ii) any Project located in a rurasl nonfarm area.

5. During the period commencing with the date of the acquisition of any
part of the site or sites of any Project and continuing so long as either (i)
such Project is owmed by s public body or governmental agency snd is used for
low~rent housing purposes, or (ii) any contract between the Iocal Authority and
the PHA for loans or annusl contributions, or both, in comnection with such Pro-
ject remains in force and effect, or (iii) any bonds issued in connection with
such Project or any monies due to the PHA in connection with such Project remain
unpaid, whichever period is the longest, the Municipality without cost or charge
to the Ioecal Authority or the tenants of such Project (other than the Payments
in Iieu of Taxes) shbll: -

(a) Furnish or csuse to be furnished to the Local Authority and the
tentents of such Project public services and facilities of the

same character and to the same extent as are furnished from time

to time without cost of charge to other dwellings and inhabitants
in the Municipality;

(b) Vacate such streets, roads, smd alleys within the ares of such
Project as may be necessary in the development thereof, and convey
without charge to the Iocal Authority such interest as the Mumici-
pality may have in such vacated areas, and, insofar as it is law-
fully able to do so without cost Or expense to the Tocel Authority
or to the Municipality, cause to be removed from such vacated areas,
insofar as it may be necessary, all public or privete utility lines
and equipment;

(¢) Insofar as the Municipality may lawfully do so, (i) grant such
deviations from the building code of the Mumicipality as are rea-~
songble snd necessary to promobe economy and efficiency in the
development snd administretion of such Project, and at the same
time safbgaard heslth and safety, and (ii) make such changes in
any zoning of the site and surrounding territory of such Project
ag are ressonable snd necesssry for the development and protection
of such Project and the surrounding territory;

(d) Accept grents of easementg necessary for the development of
such Project; and

(e} Cooperste with the Iocal Authority by such other lawful action
or ways as the Municipality and the ILocal Authority msy find neces-
gary in connection with the development snd administration of such

Project.

6. In respect to any Project the Mmicipality further agrees that within
a reasongble time after receipt of a written request therefor from the Local
Authority:
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(a) It will accept the dedication of all interior streets, roads,
alleys, and adjecent sidewalks within the area of such Project, to-
gether with all storm snd sanitary sewer mains in such dedicated
areas, after the Iocal Authority, abt its own expense, has completed
the grading, improvement, paving, and installgtion thereof in accord-
ance with specifications acceptable to the Municipality;

(b) It will accept necessary dedications of land for, and will grade,
improve, pave, and provide sidewalks for, all streets bounding such
Project or necessary to provide adequate access thereto (in considera-
tion whereof the local Authority shall pay to the Muniecipality such
amount, as would be agsessed against the Project site for such work

if such site were privately owned); and

(¢) It will provide, or cause to be provided, water mains, and storm
and sanitary sewer mains, leading to such Project and serving the
bounding streets thereof (in considerstion whereof the Ioeal Authority
shall pay to the Municipality such amount as would be assessed against
the Project site for such work if such site were privately owned).

T« If by reason of the Municipality's failure or refusal to furnish or
cause to be furnished any public services or facilities which it has agreed
hereunder to furnish or to cause to be furnished to the ILocal Authority or o
the tenants of any Project, the ILocal Authority incurs any expense to obtain
such services or facilities then the Iocal Authority may deduct the amount of
such expense from sny Payments in Lieu of Taxes due or to become due to the
Munieipality in respect to any Project or any other low-rent housing projects
owned or operzsbted by the local Authority.

8. No Cooperstion Agreement heretofore entered into between the Munici-
pality and the Iocal Authority shall be construed to apply to any Project covered
by this Agreement.

9. 5o long as any contract between the Iocal Authority and the PHA for
losns (including preliminary loans) or amnnual conbributlons, or both, in con-
nection with any Project remaing in force and effect, or so long as any bonds
issued in connection with any Project or any monies due ‘to the PHA in connection
with any Project remain unpaid, this Agreement shall not be abrogated, changed,
or modified without the consent of the PHA. The privileges and obligations of
the Municipelity hereunder shall remein in full force and effect with respect
to each Project so long as the beneficial title to such Project is held by the
ILocgl Authority or by any other public body or govermnmental agency, including
the PHA, authorized by law to engage in the development or administration of
low-rent housing projects. If gt any time the beneficial title to, or posses-
sion of, any Project is held by such other public body or governmentel agency,
including the PHA, the provisions hereof shall inure to the benefit of and may
be enforced by, such other public body or governmental asgency, including the
PHA.

10. It is the purpose and intent of the parties hereto, in entering into
this Agreement, to comply with the requirements of the United States Housing
Aet of 1937, as amended, and particularly Sections 10¢a), 10(h), and 15(7)(b)}
thereof, in order to enable the Iocal Authority to obtain financial assistance
from the PHA under authority of such Act. It is further not the intent of the
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parties hereto by this Agreement to obligate the Municipslity to the issuance

of bondg, or the lending of credit or expending of money or assuming any debt

in a manner prohibited by Article 6 of the Texas Constitution, snd to that end
the several provisions of this Agreement are declared to be separate and several)
and if eny provision of this Agreement shall ever be held to require the issuane
of bonds, or lending of credit or expending of money or assuming any debt by the
Muniecipality in violation of Article 6 of the Texas Constitution, then such prow
vision shall be tneffective and the balance of the Agreement, as so modified,
shall remain in full force and effect so long as it constitubtes compliance with
the provisions of the United States Housing Act of 1937, as amended to this dsted

Councilmen Armstrong moved
that the Council accept the recommendetion and pave the street at 20 feet width.
The motion, seconded by Councilman White, carried by the following vote:

Councilman Perry inguired about the paving of the Montopolis area, and
the Director of Public Works stated there was a great deal of right-of-way to
be obtained; and as soon as they finished with the Bastrop Highway, they would
see what could be done in this area. He stated he would talk to FATHER DONNELLY
and explain the problems. .

The City Masnager stated several weeks ago he reported on the status of the
questionnaire sent out to the City employees regarding outside employment; and
that he had written to the Fire Chief to see if he could get better compliance
on the questionnaires from his people, and giving them until December 15th to
send in their answers. Three questionnairs have not been returned at this time,
88 two employees are on vacation, and the other recently died. Over half of the
firemen have now answered; while 120 stated they preferred not to answer.

The Mayor read a letter from the United States Department of Justice
regarding anti-trust ilaws and the purchases of asbestos pipe and had asked for
information from September 1, 1956 to September 1, 1961. The letter was referred
to the City Manager.

The Mayor read a letter from MR, ROBERT L. ROWE, Ebenezer Baptist Church,
suggesting that the town lake be nemed "LAKE IAMAR". The letter was referred to
the Chairman of the Town lake Study Committee, MR. DAVID BARROW.

The Mayor read a letter from the president of the Austin Ieague of Women
Voters, supporting the decision of the Council to employ a planning consuliant
10 revise the city's zoning ordinance.
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The Mayor read an affidavit from JACK LLOYD stating an error was made in
delivering a cow he purchased to the Abattoir instead of the Capital Auction
Company; and the cow wes slaughtered at the Abattoir without any authority from
him or Mr. Jesse Gunn. He was presenting & claim for payment of $169.10 for the
cost of the cow. (Original affidavit had been referred to the Law Department.)

The Mayor read the following letter from MR. GEORGE K. MARSHALL, Iakeshore
Ranch:

"12/15/61
"Dear Mayor: |

"Thank you very much for the very courteous manner in which you and the rest of
the council received our delegation yesterday and for the sympathetic manner in
which you listened to our petition. No group of cedar choppers ever had a better
reception anywhere!

"The U. S. Dept. of Commerce through the Buresu of the Census now considers
ALL of Travis County as the Austin METROPOLITAN AREA and the Telephone Company
ought to so deal with it or change the name of their plan. It's not consistent
and is discriminatory!

"The whole area is to be tied into the City of Austin as far as rates and serviceg
go and when you compare the action we get for our money in the ILake Travis area
with subscribers in the city of Austin and "contiguous"” zones, it's ridiculous!
In round figures, the whole county had ebout 200,000 people in the 1960 census
with about 180,000 in the city of Austin. If the rural areas had an equal dis-
tribution of the other 20,000, we would have 5000 people we could talk to against
180,000 for each subscriber in Austin end the "first tier" zones! 1/36th of the
potential usel

"In the original statement of the plan, reference was made to the fact that the
bockkeeping costs for small toll charges amounted to more than the revenue and
that this was a factor in bringing the surrounding communities into the '"free"
zone area. An REA engineer claims this to be around 23¢ and the new chart to
be used after the plan is in operation shows our toll charge %o Austin to be
20¢, 3¢ under the breakeven point.

"The Fhone company doesn't do much of anything willingly and it will take a little
pressure from the Council to get them to act wholeheartedly in the matter. We
worked on them 12 years to service our ares and only got it AFTER we had set up
a corporation to put in our own system. That got results in 24 hours!

"Thenks again to all of you for such a nice experience!

Mayor Palmer read a letter from the Board of Directors of the Anderson
Mill Gerdeners, Inc., Route 1, leander, as follows:

"Dear Sir: |

"Our attention has been called to a proposed project for Town Leke -~ development-
restoration of the old Anderson Mill along its shores.

"For several years Anderson Mill Gardeners, Inc., has been working on a project
to restore the old Anderson Mill adjacent to its original site. Our club con-
sists of approximately 65 members, all property owners in the vieinity of the
actual site of the old mill. OQur plans include an actual size reproduction of
the mill, which we plan to make into a museum, and a meeting hall where our club
meetings will be held. We have been given enlarged photographs of the mill by
defcendents of the Anderson femily. We have a number of the Andersons as honor-
ary, and active, members in our club. Quite a number of relics have heen pro-
mised for our museum by the Andersons and other pioneer families. During the
past two years this project has been intensively publicized by our club reporter
in the Austin American.

“"The Schulze Brothers Rench has donated almost an acre of land to the club for
this project. The site is located on property which is part of the original
Anderson holdings. Also donated and recently completed, is the meeting hall,
sized approximstely 30'X60', built of stone and shake shingle roof., This meeting
hall was built and presented to Anderson Mill Gardeners by Mr. John ¥. Robinson,
as a tribute to his wife, Ada Zilker Robinson, who is a member of our ciub and
chairmen of our Board of Directors. Other donations consist of a chain link
fence around ‘the property, water well complete with pump, partial furnishings

for the meeting hall, a patio for outdoor meetings and substantial cash donagtions
from members of the Anderson family. We have also been given the stones from the
0ld chimney which served the old Anderson home which was located adjacent to the
mill.

"In view of the above facts we submit a protest to the duplication of OUR project
vhich is to be carried out on the site overlooking the original millsite.
